SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled The Dinner Party is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This classification is primarily due to the manner in which the publication deals with 
matters of sex, in the form of explicitly depicted sexual activity that is intended to 
sexually arouse the viewer. 

The DVD entitled The Dinner Party is a version of a publication previously classified by 
the Classification Office in two different formats. The video recording (publication 
reference no. 9400753) was classified, on 13 March 1995, as objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 
18 years. The CD-ROM version (publication reference no. 9501761) was classified as 
objectionable. This classification was registered on 28 January 1997. The Film & 
Literature Board of Review later overturned this classification, and classified the CD- 
ROM as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to 
persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 

The version of the feature on the DVD has been verified as being substantially the 
same as the video version. 

As well as watching the feature in its entirety, the DVD format allows the viewer to 
move directly to any of the feature's ten main scenes. The only extra moving image 
component in the DVD is a trailer for Dinner Party II The Buffet, a sequel to the feature. 
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This trailer does not contain any material that would warrant a more restrictive 
classification than that given to the previously classified versions of The Dinner Party.
